possess medical qualities. 
Many 


physicians prescribe it in the treat- 
ment of certain intestinal disorders. 
The bacteria -that brings about the 
'iiemical change by which (butter- 
milk is' produced is believed by many 
physicians and bacteriologists to de- 
stroy certain other organisms that, 
in the human body, tend to hasten 
enility. Many prominent men drink 
tmttermilk regularly as a tonic. One
